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Why do I make jewelry? 

It has something to do with: 

I can make it with my hands 

it is worn and used 

it can turn heads 

it can start conversations 

it can be funny 

it can be beautiful 

it can be wry 

it is portable art 

it is treasured (sometimes) 

I like using hand tools 
I like to saw 
I like to play with fire 

My work in the past has usually involved humor and or social 
comment. Lately I have wanted to make something beautiful, but I have 
mixed feelings about my work and the world in general. It is difficult 
to make jewelry while the future of our planet looks bleaker every minute. 

Yet, there;is still beauty and, good in the wot Id which makes on hope and work 
to create a more positive future. Right now I want my work to be part of 
this positive influence. I am searching into the history of jewelry and 
the decorative arts in general, looking for the purposes they served in the 
past and what their place is in the present and future. 

My current work is becoming more influenced by historical pieces. 

The HIDDEN FARMERS necklace came out of hours spent wandering in the Egyptian 
galleries of the Metropolitan Museum of Art, where I looked mostly at necklaces 
and the vast quantity of beads there. The fruits of the farmers' labor (in this 
case corn) are showily displayed on the wearer's chest, while the farmers them¬ 
selves are hidden among arches of wheat behind the wearer's neck. I am using 
this image and idea as a metaphor for going to the grocery store to buy food, 
sumptuously delayed and completely disconnected from where ife comes from. 

The source and labor is hidden. The piece is also sort of an homage to 
farmers. In our society we often neglect to value (both monetarily and intel¬ 
lectually) those whose work it is to tend to our most basic needs— farmers, 

sanitation workers, etc. Yet we would not be able to function as we do 
without them. Wearability is the primary function of jewelry and theHIDDEN 
FARMERS is at its best on a living human body.
